Ww HE Devetion of the Roſary, ſi called, 
becauſe it is, as it were, a Chaplet 
of Spiritual Roſes; that is, e moſt 
Tweet and devout Prayers, was firſt re- 
weal:d by the B. Virgin to St. Dominick, 
(the Father and Feunder of the Holy Order 
of Preachers,) as a Devotion moſl effica- 
cicus ſor ebtaining all Favums from Gon, 
and averting all Foils from ourſelves. It 
conſiſteth of fifteen Pater Noitcrs, and a 
hundred and fifty Ave Maries, ond is di- 
wided into three Parts, wherecf each cone. 
taineth in it five Decades ; that is, fioe 

Pater Noſters, and /iſty Ave Mar ies. 
| 77 
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To each of theſe Decades, in the follows 
ing Method, is aſſigned one of the principal 
Myſteries of the Life of eur Saviour, or his 
B. Mother, as Matter of Meditation, 
wherein the Mind is to exerciſe itſelf while 
it prays, and therefore is prefixed before 
the Beginning of each Decade. 

The Myſteries alſo, in Number fifteen, 
are divided into three Parts, anſwerable tg 
the three Parts of the Roſary ; that is, 
into five Joyul Myſteries for the firſt 
Part of the Roſary ; five Sorrowful for 
the Second, and five Glorious for th? 
T hird. 

Now the Uſe of the 1 Method or 
Manner of faxing the Roſary, conſiſteth 
in a devout Application ar Attention of the 
Mind to the Myſtery aſſigned while the 
Decade 7s ſaying, and raiſing correſpon- 
dent Afettions in the Will. ſuch as the 
Devotion and Neceſſity of each one ſhall 
ſuggeſt :. For Example, in the firſt Part, 
of ſoy and Thankſgiving, for 1h? coming 
of our Redeemer, and the great Work, 
of our Redemption. In the ſecond, of 
Compaſhon for the Suffering of our 
Lord, and Contrition for our Sins, 
which were the Occaſion of them. Jr 
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the third, of Exaltation of the Glory of 


our Saviour, and his B. Mother, aud 
hope, thro” the Merits of his Paſſion, and 


her Interceſſion, io be made Partakers of 


Glory with them.
